called Nyflot. The faid Governour, in 
Obedience to this Order, appeared before 
the faid Place the 8th of June, and took 
* poft on a little Mand n Malm, whence 
* he drove the Swedes who had lodged 
* themfelves there to diſpute his Paſſage. 
Then he caufed Batteries to be raifed at 
Places, and the 20th they began to 
fire upon the Works. The 28tha fufficienc 
‘ Breach being made, the Swedifh Gover- 
* nour was fummoned: He, confidering that 
* he had a Retreat to a fortified Caſtle, and 


© that the approach to the Town was de- 


* fended by a rapid Stream which runs clofe 
by the Walls, would not hearken at firſt to 
any Capitulation. But when he faw thae 
our Men had got ready Floats of Timber 
* for paſſing the Water, and chat they ap- 
* peared determined to make the Affaule 
* wharever it might coft them, he bethought 
* himfelf that if the Place were carried by 
Storm, the 9 of the Garrifon and 
* Inhabitants would enfue ; he confented at 
length to aCapitulation, purfuant to which 
£ he ſurrendred the Place to the Ruſſians the 
‘ 29th. The Swedith Garriſon conſiſted of 
the Governour Major Bufch, 3 Captains, 
3 Lieurenants, 2 Enfigns, 13 inferiour Of- 
* ficets, and 400 Soldiers: In the Place were 
found 6 Brafs Cannon, 25 of Iron, ro 
* Barrils of Powder, 713 Bullets, 228 Car- 
3 55e and other Stores in Proportion. 
By the taking of this Place, che Swedes 
* have loft all Finland, of which the Pro- 
vince of Savolaxia was Part.

Vienna, Aug. 29. Aſſoon as the Empe- 
four had received the News.of the Death 
of the en of Great-Britain, he caufed 
Prince Eugene to be called to him, after 
which the Prince had a Conference with the 
Minifter of Hanover.
